Meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. 

 

Attendance was taken by a roll call vote.  All members were present except Councillor Freda.  

 

The Committee on Records reported that the records from February 12, 2018 were examined and found to be in order.  The records 

were accepted.

C-39 Relative to the appropriation of $2,000.00 to the Cemetery Perpetual Care Overtime Account; same to be transferred 

from the Cemetery Perpetual Care Income Account.

related purposes by purchase, gift, and/or eminent domain, all for nominal consideration and on such other terms as the 

Mayor deems appropriate, and to execute acceptances of deeds and/or other documents therefor; and to take all actions
